Drop in crime rate 


ANTI-SOCIAL behaviour and violent crime have 
dropped significantly as yearly Dorset Police figures re¬ 
vealed an overall 7.1 per cent drop in crime. 

There was also good news for Dorset’s drivers with the 
number of people killed and injured on the county’s roads 
dropping. 

Yearly statistics have revealed that crime in West Dorset 
continues to fall, with fewer crimes and in turn fewer vic¬ 
tims of crime across the Dorset county area, excluding 
Bournemouth and Poole, during 2010 and early 2011. 

The Dorset Community Safety Partnership (CSP), 
which consists of Dorset local authorities, Dorset Police, 
Dorset Probation Trust, Dorset Primary Care Trust, 
Dorset Fire & Rescue Service and Dorset Police Author¬ 
ity, believe the latest figures will hep boost public confi¬ 
dence and reduce the fear of crime across the county. 

Figures charting crime from April 2010 until the end of 
March this year, show 1,457 fewer offences recorded by 
Dorset Police compared to the same period in 2009-10 - 
a reduction of 7.1 per cent across the county area. 

There were significant reductions in anti-social behav¬ 
iour with 2,286 fewer incidents, a reduction of more than 
10 per cent.

Violent crime also reduced by nearly 10 per cent with 
400 fewer incidents over the year. 

The effects of Dorset Police’s ‘No Excuse’ campaign 
also appear to be illustrated by the fact that there were 
eight fewer fatalities and 52 fewer people seriously in¬ 
jured on Dorset’s roads in the same time period.

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Don't let cardiac unit die 


A FATHER whose son’s life was saved 
five times during an eleven month stay in 
the Paediatric Intensive Care Unit (PICU) 
at Southampton General Hospital is cam¬ 
paigning for people in Dorset to help save 
the hospital children’s heart unit from 
being closed under Government plans to 
streamline the health service. 

Julian May, of Bridport, believes that 
people perhaps do not realise the implica¬ 
tions the closure of this unit may have on 
a child taken ill with heart problems in 
Dorset and wants to raise the awareness 
before it is too late 

Southampton's Ocean Ward has been 
rated as the second best children’s heart 
unit in the country and carried out more 
than 330 operations in the last year, but is 
now under threat. 

If it closes children from all over Dorset 
will face a trip to either Bristol or London. 

Julian’s son Luke has just celebrated his second birthday, 
but at just six weeks old was rushed into Southampton’s 
PICU with a diaphragmatic hernia and only expert emer¬ 
gency surgery saved his life. Six weeks later he had to have 
one of his lungs removed and at five month’s old received 
open heart surgery. All of these operations were extremely 
difficult and dangerous and he could have died from any 
of them had it not been for the skills and quick attention 
of the surgeons and staff. Thankfully Luke is making ex¬ 
cellent progress towards a full recovery. 

In a plea through the View to support a petition Julian 
hopes to help change Secretary of State for Health Andrew 
Lansbury’s mind. 

Julian said: “There are currently plans to review the chil¬ 
dren’s cardiac services across the UK. Southampton’s car¬ 
diac unit Ocean Ward is currently under threat of closure. 

“My son Luke was in Southampton PICU for a year and 
received open heart surgery among his many operations. I 
know how good this place is from firsthand experience, 
and I urge every parent to make the effort to support the 
unit. 

“If Southampton is closed, all children along the south 
coast, the Isle of Wight and the Channel Islands will be 
sent either to London or Bristol. Southampton is a success¬ 
ful centre and is rated the second best performing unit in 


the country. Not only are the surgical 
team outstanding, the nursing staff first 
class, but there is also parent accommo¬ 
dation available to allow you to be near 
to your child during the emergency. 

“You may be thinking my child doesn't 
have a heart problem; why should I 
worry? 

“Heart problems may be detected at 
birth or may lie undetected for several 
years. Occasionally a virus may lead to a 
heart condition. In many cases, time is 
critical. The longer the wait for treat¬ 
ment, the worse the outcome may be. 

In addition, if a child is taken critically 
ill, such as meningitis or a road traffic ac¬ 
cident, they may need specialised treat¬ 
ment in PICU. 

“If the cardiac unit is closed, beds in 
PICU will in turn be closed. Therefore, 
other (non-cardiac) children will also face being treated in 
other hospitals. 

“By signing this petition you are asking that the country’s 
second best children’s heart surgery unit is NOT closed in 
favour of lower performing ones.

B URTON Bradstock author 
Professor Philip Howse has 
won a prize in the world’s 
largest book awards competition. 

He was awarded a bronze medal in 
the environment/ecology/nature cat¬ 
egory at the Independent Publisher 
Book Awards in New York. 

The award was for his book ‘But¬ 
terflies - Messages from Psyche’, 
which explores the phenomena of 
visual perception, illusion and real¬ 
ity used by insects as they employ 
colours and patterns to deceive and 
confuse their predators.

The book illustrates how images of 
key features of dangerous or poison¬ 
ous animals such as snakes, owl 
eyes, birds’ heads and beaks are 
found in the wing patterns of butter¬ 
flies and moths. 


“That’s their way of protecting 
themselves,” says Philip. 

Their 
first line of defence is to look like 
their predators.”

ARRESTS 

A NUMBER of shoplifters 
have been thwarted by 
Bridport Police as they 
made eight arrests in the 
past week.

ASSAULT 

A BRIDPORT man was 
arrested on Saturday 
night after hitting a 
younger man over the 
head with a glass bottle.

victim. 

Officers attended the 
scene within moments 
and arrested a 26-year- 
old male suspect.

SQUATTERS 

SQUATTERS were re¬ 
moved from a Bridport 
property last week fol¬ 
lowing complaints from 
a tenant. 

On Thursday of last 
week a housing associa¬ 
tion tenant complained 
to police that people 
were unlawfully occupy¬ 
ing the property he 
rented. 

Police and the housing 
association conducted a 
joint visit to the address 
in North Allington, 
where they found three 
people had trespassed 
and occupied the prem¬ 
ises, which had in turn 
displaced the rightful 
residential occupier. 

Bridport PC Scott Mc¬ 
Gregor said: "These peo¬ 


ple had no right to be al¬ 
lowed to stay in the 
property; they had pre¬ 
vented the lawful occu¬ 
pier from residing in his 
home. 

"Swift action by hous¬ 
ing and myself was re¬ 
quired to prevent the 
trespassers from using 
the premises as a squat. 

"The individuals found 
inside were well known 
to police and they had 
frequented the address 


in Downes Street, which 
the tenant had been 
subject to a recent suc¬ 
cessful eviction order."

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Crackdown on drunk drivers 


DRINK and drug drivers are being 
warned they face a prison sentence as 
Dorset Police launch a month long 
campaign to stop them today (Wednes¬ 
day). 

The month-long summer drink and 
drug driving campaign will see in¬ 
creased traffic patrols as well as road¬ 
side checks taking place across Dorset 
during the month, as part of the national 
Association of Chief Police Officers 
(ACPO) campaign. 

Every driver that is involved in a colli¬ 
sion during the campaign - which be¬ 
gins today and ends at 11.59pm on 
Thursday, June 30th - will be breath 
tested, irrespective of whether they are

suspected of drink driving or not. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols, Head of 
Dorset Police’s Traffic Unit, said: “I am 
particularly keen to appeal to drivers 
under the age of 30. 

“Our statistics show that drivers under 
30 are continuing to risk their lives, and 
the lives of other innocent road users, 
more than any other age group by 
drinking and driving. 

“I’d encourage the friends or family of 
any driver that has drunk alcohol and is 
planning on driving to do everything 
they can to make sure that person does 


not get behind the wheel. 

“If a member of the public suspects 
someone is driving or about to drive 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs, 
they should dial 999 immediately and 
report the details to the police so that 
we can intercept that vehicle. 

“Also, if a member of the public has in¬ 
formation about regular drink or drug 
drivers, they should contact Dorset Po¬ 
lice in confidence on 01202 or 01305 
222222 to report this. Alternatively, 
members of the public can call the free 
and anonymous Crimestoppers line on 
0800 555 111.” 

The legal consequences of being caught 
drink driving include a minimum 12 


month driving ban, a criminal record, 
up to six months in prison and a fine of 
up to £5,000. 

Chief Inspector Nichols added: “My 
advice to drivers is simple - don’t get 
behind the wheel after drinking any al¬ 
cohol at all, as research has shown that 
even one drink can impair the ability to 
drive. 

“If you’re going out drinking over the 
summer, take simple steps such as 
booking a taxi, having a designated 
driver in your group of friends or ar¬ 
ranging overnight accommodation. 

“Do not risk your life, or the lives of in¬ 
nocent road users, for the sake of a 
drink this summer.”

DRIVERS across Dorset 
have the chance to im¬ 
prove their hazard aware¬ 
ness and knowledge of 
the road this month by at¬ 
tending a special course 
organised by Dorset 
County Council. 

The two-hour theory 
session, delivered by 
road safety professionals, 
will come to West Bay 
later this month. 

The session gives driv¬ 
ers of all ages and expe¬ 


rience a chance to 
sharpen their skills and 
update their knowledge. 

The course costs £5 per 
person and subjects cov¬ 
ered include observation, 
distractions, safety mar¬ 
gins, dual carriageways 
and roundabouts. 

With Dorset being a 
predominantly rural 

county, car travel is for 
many people an impor¬ 
tant aspect of their inde¬ 
pendence and 

well-being, giving them 


access to work, friends, 
family, shopping and 
health-related services 
such as GPs, hospitals 
and opticians. 

However, research sug¬ 
gests that human error is 
a contributory factor in 
almost all collisions and 
that almost half the peo¬ 
ple killed or seriously in¬ 
jured on Dorset’s roads 
are in a car. 

Dorset County Council 
road safety manager, 
Robert Smith, said: 


“Drivers who have at¬ 
tended courses in the past 
tell us that they were re¬ 
ally useful and the oppor¬ 
tunity to ask questions 
was particularly valu¬ 
able. Holding the 
courses in the evening 
and on Saturdays as well 
means that they are more 
easily available to drivers 
of all ages.” 

Dorset Driver courses 
are designed to address 
the most common causes 
of collisions in Dorset, 


namely poor hazard per¬ 
ception, lack of aware¬ 
ness and inappropriate 
speed. 

People who attend the 
courses also have the op¬ 
tion to sign up for a 90- 
minute, one-to-one 
practical driving session 
on local roads, including 
town and country driv¬ 
ing. This aims to im¬ 
prove defensive driving 
techniques, hazard 
awareness and knowl¬ 
edge of the road. 


Details of how to book 
the practical will be pro¬ 
vided at the refresher 
courses. A fee is payable. 

The Dorset Driver 
course will come to The 
Salt House, West Bay on 
the evening of Monday, 
June 20th.

ORGANISERS of Bridport’s long-estab¬ 
lished Japanese Exchange were relieved 
to hear last week that the 2011-12 pro¬ 
gramme will be going ahead. 

When the country was hit by a major 
earthquake and tsunami in March organ¬ 
isers frantically contacted members of the 
exchange to find out if they were safe. 

Fortunately nobody involved with the 
programme has been hurt but many ex¬ 
perienced the disaster and its affects first 
hand. 

The exchange will now go ahead later

this summer with young Japanese visitors 
coming to stay from July 30th to August 
15 th. 

This year’s visit will include a com¬ 
memorative event to honour the memory 
of those lost in the recent disaster. 

The exciting and varied schedule is 
being devised, made possible by the 
fundraising efforts of the Bridport young¬ 
sters over a two-year period. 


“We’ll be providing our usual contribu¬ 
tion to the Food Festival on June 18th, 
with the coconut shy, skittles and face¬ 
painting,” said co-ordinator Arthur 
Woodgate. 

“We’ve had to re-think things a bit 
when we take over what’s left of Bucky 
Doo Square on July 16th - so with lim¬ 
ited space it’ll be a peanut shy, Kamikaze 
Ducks, and the chance to win a fantastic 
themed cake donated by a well-wisher.” 

On Saturday, August 6th the English 
and Japanese young people will be hold¬ 


ing a Hiroshima Commemoration Event, 
when they will also be honouring the mem¬ 
ory of those who died in the recent earth¬ 
quake disaster. The event, where candlelit 
lanterns will be floated down the river, will 
be open to the public. 

“We piloted this event two years ago, when 
the last group of young Japanese were with 
us. We didn’t open this to the public because 
we wanted to iron out any problems before¬ 
hand. Fortunately the only problem arose 
when I fell in the river and got seriously wet 
- something certain individuals seem not to 
want me to forget.” 


For those wishing to join in with the com¬ 
memoration event, lanterns must be ordered 
in advance. 

The organising body, registered charity 
BYPAT (Bridport Young Persons’ Action 
Trust) does not wish to use this as a fund¬ 
raising event, which they feel is inappropri¬ 
ate. 

The fee of £4 per lantern will cover the 
cost of materials, with any balance being 
contributed to the Japanese Disaster Fund.

T HIS week I got to 
grips with nymphs 
and boobies as I 
tackled the challenging art 
of fly fishing. 

I’ve been coarse fishing 
in the past and have usu¬ 
ally come away feeling 
bored and frustrated after 
hours sat around with not 
even a bite, while my 
granddad has reeled in 
enough fish to feed the 
5,000, about two. 

On the one time I 
thought I’d actually landed 


something big it turned out 
to be a swan who’d taken 
a liking to my granddad’s 
“secret” bait. 

I’ve also been sea fishing 
with my dad. All he 
hooked was my sister and 
the next three hours were 
spent in the A&E depart¬ 
ment, with my sister cry¬ 
ing and my dad nervously 
explaining to my mum 
why we wouldn’t be hav¬ 
ing mackerel for supper. 

Naturally then, with my 
history, I was tentative 


about flyfishing. My fears 
were deepened when An¬ 
drew suggested I wear a 
baseball cap and sun¬ 
glasses to protect me from 
flying hooks. 

When I arrived at 
Mangerton Mill, a little 
late having turned up at the 
wrong lake, Andrew was 
already waiting for me. 

The lake at the mill is a 
beautiful setting, a great 
place to spend an after¬ 
noon “at work” I thought. 

Andrew had already in¬ 


spected the lake and was 
just setting up the rod 
ready to give me a whistle 
stop tour of the basics of 
casting. 

He would have taught me 
when and where to use 
each lure and also how to 
setup the rod myself, but 
we were conscious of time 
and so we took a few 
shortcuts. 

I picked up the basics of 
the roll cast easily enough 
and then, with a little bit of 
extra help, got the hang of 
the forward cast. 

We quickly moved on to 
the technique of “false 
casting” where you stroke 
the rod backward and for¬ 
ward to release more line 
and after a few stray efforts 
we hit the water. 

Already the skill in¬ 
volved was more than I 
had accounted for and re¬ 
ally, although I had learnt 
enough to get the lure into 
the water, mastering the 
technique would take 
many more hours of prac¬ 
tice. 


Andrew had chosen a 
Damsel Fly Nymph as our 
lure for the day as this 
would allow us to fish 
under the water, he’d no¬ 
ticed that the fish weren’t 
rising and this would be 
the best option. 

This is an example of the 
sort of expertise you bene¬ 
fit from with an instructor 
like Andrew, without him I 
can’t imagine where I 
would have begun. I’d 
probably still be trying to 
tie my fly. 

I’d say that fly fishing 
isn’t for the fashion con¬ 
scious, I didn’t really ap¬ 
preciate why I had to wear 
the sunglasses and a base¬ 
ball cap, I felt like the 
missing member of the 
Village People. 

A couple of casts in 
though and I realised why 
as I flicked the rod forward 
and ended up with a hook 
in the back of my cap. 

As I cast off and drew in 
the line, time and time 
again, I began to wonder 
whether Andrew really 


fact that another fisherman 
was sat to the side of me 
having equally as little 
luck. 

Then suddenly I had a 
bite, I panicked, I reacted 
to late and the fish was 
gone. Perhaps I’d blown 
my chance but at least I’d 
had some action. 

As the afternoon wore on 
I resigned myself to not 
catching my fish, then 
with the last cast of the day 
I had a bite and the fish 
was hooked. 

I thought my job was 
done but then realised I

Andrew finally landed the 
fish in the net and we 
brought it on to dry land. 

I suddenly attracted an 
audience, including the 
other struggling fisherman 
who was soon enquiring 
about Andrew’s services. I 
had landed a two-pound 
Rainbow Trout. 

Andrew ran through the 
best way to gut the fish 
and cook it, I listened in-

You who have given the world to me, 
Showed me the light and the joy that cover 
The wild sweet earth and restless sea? 

All that I have are gifts of your giving — 

If I gave them again, you would find them old, 
And your soul would weary of always living 
Before the mirror my life would hold. 

What shall I give you, my lord, my lover? 

The gift that breaks the heart in me: 

I bid you awake at dawn and discover 
I have gone my way and left you free. 

The next poem is chosen from Sara's third col¬ 
lection,'Rivers to the Sea'which appeared in 
1915. 


SUMMER NIGHT, RIVERSIDE 

In the wild soft summer darkness 
How many and many a night we two together 
Sat in the park and watched the Hudson 
Wearing her lights like golden spangles 
Glinting on black satin. 

The rail along the curving pathway 
Was low in a happy place to let us cross, 

And down the hill a tree that dripped with 
bloom 
Sheltered us, 

While your kisses and the flowers, 

Falling, falling, 

Tangled in my hair.... 

The frail white stars moved slowly over the sky. 

And now, far off 
In the fragrant darkness 
The tree is tremulous again with bloom 
For June comes back. 

To-night what girl 

Dreamily before her mirror shakes from her hair 
This year's blossoms, clinging to its coils? 

From Sara's 1920 publication, entitled 'Flame 
and Shadow'l have chosen this wartime verse.

There will come soft rains and the smell of the ground, 
And swallows circling with their shimmering sound; 

And frogs in the pools singing at night, 

And wild plum trees in tremulous white,

And not one will know of the war, not one 
Will care at last when it is done. 

Not one would mind, neither bird nor tree 
If mankind perished utterly; 

And Spring herself, when she woke at dawn, 
Would scarcely know that we were gone. 

Sara Teasdale published six volumes of verse in 
her lifetime and a seventh, final collection 
'Strange Victory'appeared posthumously after 
she committed suicide by overdosing on bar¬ 
biturates in 1933.

My aim was 
to track the Russian but having got boxed in he got 
away a bit, and then having overtaken him I left space 
for him to come through and pass me. It's a big learn¬ 
ing curve that I will address." 

This weekend Blake travels to Yevpatoriya for the 
Ukraine Games with the GB team where he will be run¬ 
ning the 200m and 400m as preparation for his speed 
work on the longer events.

Speedway car park used as tip whilst fight continues 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has confirmed he 
fight any attempts to change the use of land sur¬ 
rounding the Wessex Raceway and neighbouring 
Bob Lucas Stadium. 

The land is currently designated for sporting use, 
something that has been in place since the early 
1950's but it is believed that land developers are 
about to lodge a 'change of use' with West Dorset 
District Council to allow housing development on 
the ground. 



Meanwhile the ground around the speedway sta¬ 
dium resembles a rubbish dump with containers, 
piles of steel, garden waste and even bonfires burn¬ 
ing. 

Local builder Harold Doonan and a band of fans 
have been fighting for the return of speedway to the 
stadium, but the owners Wessex Delivery Partner¬ 
ship LLP have stated that they have no plans to lease 
the track for motorsport activities in the foreseeable 
future. 

However Mr Letwin has reconfirmed his support to 
keep it for sporting purposes by telling View From : 
"I firmly believe that the area around the two stadi¬ 
ums should be preserved for sporting use and am 
totally opposed to change of any kind that does not 
include sporting or leisure use." 

He added:"Any planning application for change of 
use could not be done without public knowledge as 
it is part of the local plan and that could not be done 
overnight and I will campaign against it." 

Ian Gardner, councillor for Chickerell and South 
Dorset MP Richard Drax are also opposed to any 
change of use.

Buckler happy with performance 


BOB Buckler declared himself relatively happy with the stables 
performance last season despite a drop in winnings. 

After two tremendous seasons where the yard won in excess of 
£200,000, the last campaign which finished at the end of April only 
reaped around a third of that (£72,935). 

His record showed that he had ten winners against twelve in the 
previous two seasons, and that his placed horses were lower as 
well, but the most significant factor was the lack of big race earn¬ 
ings. He also endured one of those horrible situations that many 
yards encounter where it appears impossible to train a winner. 
Buckler's sequence last for 57 races, over a third of his 142 runners 
during the season which was broken when Crank Hill won at Ex¬ 
eter on New Year's Day. 

In the first of a two part interview with View Sports Buckler ex¬ 
plained the reasons that whilst despite this he considered the sea¬ 
son satisfactory under the circumstances. 

"It was a combination of things. I had two good seasons with 
some stalwart chasers who were earning good prize money in the 
bigger races who were coming into their prime and hadn't been 
over handicapped. 

"They are now getting a bit older and whilst the handicapper has 
clobbered them, they're not getting any quicker, so they don't 
drop down the handicap. This is why you see a lot of the horses of 
the big trainers like Paul Nicholls going back to hunter chasing, 
because basically the handicapper has got hold of them. 

"River Indus, who is 11, is a great example. He was in a two horse 
race at Exeter last time out against American World who is seven, 
and although he gave him a good race and only lost by 1% 
lengths, he was beaten in the end for speed over the last furlong. 

"They've now got these veterans chases which are quite good 
for some of these older horses and gives them a chance, but it's a 
fact of life. 

If they've done well they are quite high in the handicap, and you 
have to get them back down, and the way the system works it 
takes too long. 

"I also had a problem with the fact that a couple of what I 
thought were up and coming chasers who were well handi¬ 
capped, went wrong. Charming Oscar for example was one I 
thought would be a certainty, but his joints didn't stand up it; so I 
didn't have those kind of middle of the range horses that are good 
enough and strong enough to go forward but still well handi¬ 
capped, whilst some of the youngsters haven't come up to expec¬ 
tation. 

This left me with a bit of a void of the big money earners.

"I think we only had a couple less winners than the year before, 
but we weren't in the big races earning that big money, which is 
what the tables are judged on." 

Buckler thinks however that he has some up and coming horses 
to take their place. 

"Some of the middle-of-the-road horses had dropped in handi¬ 
cap to a sensible mark by the end of the season, and some are still 
improving, like Ethiopia who is taking his time to come to himself. 
He's had two major operations on his back and its taken time to 
get over that and strengthen up again, and I think it knocked his 
confidence a bit, but he has come back and won three on the trot, 
the last in a class higher for which he incurred a 7lb penalty. 

"He's a bit of a thinker, and he ran much freer. It could be he didn't 
know the track, it was his first time atTowcester, and therefore did¬ 
n't have any distractions, like where the stables are!" 

He went back there on Friday and just failed by a short head to 
make it four in a row with the penalty."
